CULTURE  OF  THE  DAHLIA 

The  Dahlia  is  one  of  the  easiest  of  all  flowers  to  grow  and  will  produce  more 
flowers  than  any  other  plant  grown,  if  the  simple  cultural  directions  are  followed 
closely.  They  can  be  grown  in  any  good  garden  soil,  but,  if  possible,  plant  in  an 
open  sunny  location.  Prepare  the  soil  thoroughly  by  digging  from  12  to  18  inches 
deep,  in  the  fall  if  possible,  and  again  in  spring.  Plant  any  time  between  May  15th 
and  July  1st,  digging  holes  six  inches  deep  from  three  to  four  feet  apart.  Then  lay 
the  root  flat  on  its  side,  the  size  makes  no  difference  as  long  as  it  has  one  strong  eye, 
or  sprout.  Cover  three  inches  deep,  thus  leaving  the  hole  one-half  full,  to  be  filled 
after  plant  comes  up  to  six  or  eight  inches  above  the  ground.  Just  as  soon  as  the 
plants  are  up,  the  most  important  thing  to  do  is  to  keep  the  soil  loose  and  mellow 
by  hoeing  or  cultivating  once  or  twice  a  week.  As  soon  as  the  buds  appear,  stop  all 
cultivation  and  around  the  base  of  each  plant  place  a  shovelful  of  well-rotted  manure. 
Water  the  bed  and  plants  thoroughly  once  or  twice  a  week  and  especially  during  the 
dry  weather.  To  have  the  greatest  success  is  to  keep  them  growing  as  strong  and 
sturdy  as  possible.  Never  allow  the  faded  flowers  to  remain  on  the  plant,  but  cu'f 
them  off  with  as  much  stem  as  you  can.  Dahlia  will  continue  to  bloom  until  a  heavy 
frost  kills  the  tops  in  fall,  after  which  the  tops  are  cut  off  and  the  roots  are  dug  up 
and  stored  in  a  frost-proof  cellar  or  basement. 

To  keep  clumps  from  shriveling  when  stored  in  cellar  containing  heater  or 
boiler,  we  advise  to  pack  in  barrels  or  large  boxes  lined  with  several  thicknesses  of 
newspapers  and  cover  with  same,  or  pack  clumps  without  lining  "if  container  is  air¬ 
tight,”  using  sawdust  as  a  filler  between  clumps  and  to  cover.  Clean  new  sawdust 
from  the  local  mill  or  elsewhere  will  serve  this  purpose  just  as  well  as  the  dirty,  dusty 
and  expensive  foreign  peat  which  is  so  highly  recommended  for  use  in  storage  of 
Dahlias  and  vegetables.  The  most  important  thing  to  remember  in  the  storage  of 

Dahlias  is  to  cut  off  stalk  as  close  as  possible  to  the  clump  of  roots.  To  leave  a  foot- 

long  stalk  on  the  clump  "as  generally  advised,”  will  only  cause  rot  or  decay  of  clump 
during  storage.  Divide  the  clumps  in  spring  after  eyes  or  sorouts  begin  to  show, 

leaving  only  one  root  if  possible  to  each  eye  or  sprout.  Plant  as  directed  above. 

A  lot  has  been  written  and  printed  on  the  culture  of  Dahlias  but  the  most  im¬ 
portant  part  of  the  culture  has  been  generally  omitted,  which  is  "spraying  against 
sucking  insects.”  Dahlias  are  just  like  any  and  all  other  plant  life  that  must  be 
sprayed  for  a  successful  crop  in  thepresent  insect  infested  period. 

No  matter  what  is  used  as  a  plant  food  or  fertilizer  or  extra  careful  attention, 
given.  Dahlias  simply  will  either  be  a  failure  or  part  failure  when  affected  with  the 
"hard  to  see  and  find”  sucking  insects. 

We  have  seen  wonderful  flowers  on  fine  healthy  plants  that  were  planted  in 
ordinary  garden  soil  without  any  additional  fertilizer  and  practically  no  cultivation, 
"the  ground  being  as  hard  as  rock”  and  still  the  Dahlia  plants  thrived  and  bloomed 
freely  because  they  were  not  troubled  with  sucking  insects. 

On  the  other  hand  we  have  seen  the  worst  sickly  looking  plants  with  hardly  a 
flower  in  the  whole  patch  and  they  were  planted  in  the  richest  garden  soil  where  all 
kinds  of  high  priced  commercial  fertilizers  and  manure  were  used  in  planting  anq| 
more  was  applied  at  intervals  during  the  growing  season  and  given  the  best  of  culti¬ 
vation  and  special  care,  but  the  results  were  most  disappointing,  for  the  crop  of  fine

large  exhibition  flowers  and  healthy  plants  as  expected,  failed  to  materialize  because 
of  the  damage  done  by  the  sucking  insects.  We  are  referring  to  the  Dahlias  noticed 
in  some  of  the  gardens  of  the  Millionaires’  Estates  whose  Gardeners  do  not  seem  to 
realize  that  spraying  is  absolutely  necessary  to  secure  fine  flowers  and  healthy  plants 
and  roots  of  the  Dahlia. 

In  our  experience  of  growing  Dahlias  and  what  we  have  seen  elsewhere  it 
seems  that  spraying  is  the  most  important  part  of  Dahlia  Culture,  for  when  jthe 
plants  are  attacked  with  the  sucking  insects,  (namely,)  the  thrips,  Leaf  Hoppers, 
Aphis,  Red  Spider,  and  the  Tarnish  Plant  Bug,  they  will  be  a  part  if  not  a  complete 
failure,  "regardless  of  special  care  given  and  plant  food  used,”  the  results  will  not 
be  satisfactory  unless  the  plants  are  sprayed. 

After  many  years  of  experimenting  with  various  Insecticides  we  find  the  "In¬ 
secticides”  containing  "Pyrtheum”  superior  to  all  others  we  know  and  highly  recom¬ 
mend  this  Insecticide  sometimes  referred  to  as  "Pyretheum  Soap”  for  spraying  Dah¬ 
lias  because  it  is  so  effective  and  pleasant  to  use.  This  Insecticide  can  be  secured, 
"under  various  trade  names,”  from  any  local  Seedsman  or  Dealer  handling  garden 
supplies.  We  advise  to  start  spraying  with  "Pyrtheum”  Insecticide  when  "sprouts  just 
come  out  of  the  ground”  and  continue  spraying  twice  or  at  least  once  every  week 
until  blooming  season  and  when  in  bloom  spray  every  ten  days  until  frost.  The  first 
spraying  will  kill  the  "thrip”  that  come  up  out  of  the  ground  with  the  sprout  and  the 
following  and  continual  sprayings  will  destroy  the  "Leaf  Hoppers,”  "Aphis”  and 
"the  Tarnish  Plant  Bug”  and  also  the  late  flight  of  the  "thrip”  that  cause  the  faded 
and  blighted  Dahlia  Flowers.  Since  the  "Pyrtheum”  also  acts  as  a  stomach  poison, 
all  leaf  and  flower-eating  insects  will  be  killed  by  the  regular  spraying  as  advised  for 
sucking  insects.  Directions  for  diluting  and  mixing  will  be  found  on  container.  We 
advise  to  make  solution  to  strength  as  recommended  by  Manufacturer  for  "Leaf 
Hopper.”
